Specification

3. Claims 5-7, and 18 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim can refer to other claim claims in the 
alternative only. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 6-7, and 18 have not 
been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 8, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1, 8, and 9, the phase "Archimedes method" is not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

6. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Showa 
Denko Kabushiki (EP 1317021 A1). 

Regarding claims 1-21, the international search report (EP 1317021 A1) 
discloses all the claimed limitations (see whole document). 

7. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Showa 
Denko Kabushiki et al. (WO 02/092864). 

Regarding claims 1-21, the international search report (WO 02/092864) discloses 
all the claimed limitations (see whole document).
